KKIIWOOD CITY, May 19.—Under Sher- 


iff J. H. Mansfield tonight captured 
Azoff, the Ruaeian robber who ahot and 
killed 
Detective Harris at 
Boulder 


Creek. Sheriff McJSvoy of San Ttlateo 
county had given n description of the 
murderer to a young friend of his. This 
young man was riding along the Sail 
Joae road on a bicycle early in the even- 
ing when he saw a man answering 
Azoff's deecription on the road. The 
man had on a cartridge belt filled with 
ammunition aiid carried a 44-calibrc re- 
volver. 
The bicycle rider sped to 


Redwood City and notified the sheriff's 
oflice. 
Under Sheriff Mansfield, who 


was 011 duty, immediately started in 
search of the man. He found him on 
the road to San Jose between Muyfield 
and 1'alo Alto. 


This man was walking along the road 


in the direction of Alviso when Mans- 
field came upon him. The under sheriff 
suddenly stepped into the road, and 
covering the unsuspecting traveler with 
a revolver, ordered him to throw up hia 
bunds. 
The man obeyed 
thu com- 


mand and 
Mansfield 
grabbed 
him 


and handcuffed him. Then he searched 
his prisoner and took hia pistol from 
him. Ue was taken to the Redwood 
City jail where ho now is. "When first 
captured the man said his name was 
Peterson, hut after arriving at the jail 
he said his name was .Tones. He has 
been positively identified by Charles 
Braukotl, diaries Townsend and a man 
named Ijithrop, all lumber men of 
[faultier Creek who have known him for 
years.

STOCKTON, May 19.—Two masked men 


made an attempt to hold up the Mur- 
pliya stage this morning, thirteen miles 
above Milton, and one was instantly 
killed by Messenger Hendricks, who was 
on the seat. Hendricks fired upon the 
highwaymen immediately after 
they 


slopped the stage. The second robber 
returned the fire ami seriously wounded 
Mies Ella Bray, a young liwly passenger 
from Stockton, and T. S. Hume of Mur- 
iihys, another passenger.

The 
dead robber and his comrade were loft 
by the roadside. Twenty-two buckshot 
went through the stage.

YKKKA, May 19.—The cloud which 


has hung over George Decker, the 
Yrcka rancher, for two weeks past was 
cleared up today by tho arrival of his 
wife and daughter, whom he was ac- 
cused of murdering years ago. The case 
is a most remarkable one. Twenty- 
seven years ago Decker's wife and young 
daughter left Yreka, and shortly after- 
wards he obtained a divorce. About 
two weeks ago some boys found a heap 
of bones in a cave near Decker's place, 
and citizens of the community jumped 
to the conclusion that they were the re- 
mains of Decker's wife and baby, who 
had disappeared twenty-seven years 
ago. Decker could not prove that they 
were not, as all people who had seen his 
wife depart from Yreka were dead. He 
was arrested and accused of murdering 
nearly every person in tho vicinity of 
Yreka who.hjid died suddenly or had 
disappeared for a number of years. The 
murders charged to hia account by cred- 
ulous citizens amounted to ten, and he 
was looked upon by his neighbors as a 
monster of iniquity. They were barely 
prevented from lynching him after his 
arrest. Decker claimed hits innocence, 
and his attorney set to work to find the 
missing woman and child. Ue found 
them living in Coltisa, not 200 miles 
away, lotallv ignorant of Decker's peril. 
They arrived at Yreka today, and 
Decker was discharged from custody. 
Both he and his wife bad married 
again and raised families, and tonight, a 
family reunion was held, »t which 
Decker's escape from danger was cele-

demeanor under the ponal clauses of the 
ordinance abovo referred lo, in selling 
liquor without a license. 


This proceeding against Mr. Barnum 


was entirely unnecessary, and tho mo- 
tive which induced it will doubtless ap- 
pear at the proper time. 
I think it but fair to assume that a

enact on ono another mill tho graceful 
ngility they ;iro constantly displaying 
supply ii perpetual sonrcu of amusement 
which ono is «pt to think must prove 
rather distracting to the devout Hindoos 
who come here to worship. These sa- 
cred monkeys are of tho genus Sumno- 
pcthecns cnlellnfl, popularly known as 
the long tailed Indian monkey. 


"A few yearrt ago, aa no ono dared to 


molest these animals, they not only in- 
creased rapidly in numbers, but, grow- 
ing to bo extraordinarily bold, developed 
alarming thieving propensities.
